Rules  for  AH 

EdH«r*s  Note:  The  felktwlnr  article  la  a  reprlat  of  am  article 
that  appeared  on  the  editorial  page  of  the  Colombia  Missourian. 
The  story  concerns  a  speech  yiven  by.  Governor  Warren  E. 
Heames  recently  at  Ijincoln  Vniversity.  We  felt  It  contained 
timely  Interest  for  the  students  and  faculty  of  MSC.-  With  the 
Governor’s  permission,  It  appears  below. 

Gov.  Warren  Heames  has  taken  a  decisive  stand  on  a 
“non-issue”  which  potentially  affects  a  large  percentage  of 
Columbia’s  residents,  be  they  temporary  or  permanent. 

The  governor  spoke  recently  at  Lincoln  University,  Jef¬ 
ferson  City,  where  a  number  of  disturbances  occurred  last 
year.  Lincoln,  formerly  all-Negro,  now  has  a  sizeable  per¬ 
centage  of  white  students. 

Governor  Heames  stated:  “I  don’t  think  the  state  has  a 
duty  to  send  to  college  those  people  who  will  not  follow  the 
rules.  This,  to  me,  is  a  very  simple  and  clear-cut  matter. 
If  a  student  seeks  admission  to  a  college  or  university, 
then  by  virtue  of  his  application  be  agreed  to  abide  by  the 
procedures  which  regulate  that  institution.  This  is  a  basic 
principle  which  applies  to  other  facets  of  our  lives  and  I 
see  no  reason  why  it  should  not  apply  to  students.  .  . 

“Any  institution  —  private  or  public,  educational  or  in¬ 
dustrial' —  must  have  rules  and  procedures  to  continue  in 
operation.  It  is  quite  acceptable  to  seek  a  change  in  those 
rules  through  a  calm  and  rational  expression  of  majority 
opinion.  It  is  an  entirely  different  matter  to  willfully  vio¬ 
late  those  mles  under  the  guise  that  they  are  infringing 
upon  your  individual  rights.”

Rides  are  rules,  and  they  are  made  for  instructors  and 
other  staff  members  as  well  as  for  students.  'There  ap¬ 
pears  to  be  some  of  the  groups  on  this  campus,  however, 
who  forget  about  rules  —  especially  when*  it  comes  to 
parking  their  cars  in  the  correct  areas. 

Why  do  some  people  have  the  privilege  of  parking  in 
front  of  Hudson  and  Perrin  Halia  for  one  or  more  hours 
at  a  time  without  receiving  a  ticket?  By  the  way,  if  they 
do  receive  tickets,  why  don’t  staff  members  have  to  pay 
for  their  violations  —  and  not  just  get  warned  for  their 
illegal  parking?
